it he has made abroad—so much so 
that President Coolidge has taken oc- 
casion to corroborate the , Informal 
statements from the secretary of the 
treasury that he is not traveling on 
government business. 


Only the remarkable ties of affec- 


tion which bind the secretary to his 
only daughter brought about the jour- 
ney. Mr. Mellon had planned it long 
before the crisis in France over fiscal 
affairs had grown acute. Neither he 
nor the president thought any specinl 
significance would be attached to the 
trip. But the state of mind of Europe 
is different today from a year ago 
when Mr. Mellon summered abroa'd. 
Everything that can be done to create 
the impression that efforts are in the 
making to, revise debt terms Is being 
constantly paraded before the eyes of 
the debt oppressed peoples as a ray 
of hope. *

But Mr. Mellon is powerless -$o 


make a change, everything ' that 
could possibly be poured into his ears 
*bout Europe's troubles has been" 
poured- therein for six 
successive 


years by ambassadors, special com- 
. missioners, business men and bankers. 
Every argument for cancellation from 
sentimental considerations to cries oi 
economic distress has been duly con- 
sidered by Mr. Mellon in the past. 
If he were to make an economic sur- 
vey of several months he might'get 
facts at first-hand, but here, too, Am- 
erican diplomatic agents and business 
men have not failed to check up on 
the statements of Europeans. Indeed, 
the Italian delegation which came 
here to settle the war debt conceded 
publicly their astonishment at the ac- 
curacy of American data concerning 
Italy's capacity to pay. 


Mr. Mellon is of course chairman of 


the world war debt funding commis- 
sion. As such, however, his powers 
are limited. In fact, Mr. Coolidge has 
"pointedly let it be known that Mr. 
Mellon's powers are in a sense ex- 
hausted, for the settlements which 
have been made have passed into the 
hands of congress and all but the 
French settlement are a matter of law 
now. 


NOT ON IT. S. BUSINESS 
It is significant that the president 


had made a special effort to erase 
impressions that Mr. Mellon went 
abroad on official business. He want- 
e-l to save Mr. Mellon embarrassment. 
It is inevitable, however, that the sec- 
retary of the treasury should add to 
the s'um total of his information on 
European affairs during his visit. He 
cannot help it. And, while the debts 
are a closed issue so'far as Mr. Mel- 
lon is concerned, this does not mean 
that his ears are deaf to what is 
going on around him. He will bring 
hack certain ideas on the recent out- 
bursts of hostility against Americans 
and certain thoughts on the funda- 
mental difficulties of economic recon- 
struction in Europe. 
But here, too, 


Mr. Mellon Is not going to find much 
that is new. much that Is different 
from the reports of dozens of trained 
observer* -whose memoranda ho has 
been receiving for several years. Mr. 
Mellon's theory is that debt settlu- 
ments are an essential step in the 
building of a credit structure and that 
the amount of money to be received 
by the United States in the next few 
years Is negligible' compared to the 
beneficial effects on European coun- 
tries themselves in their formal ful- 
fillment of a sacred international ob- 
ligation.

While there have been disturbances 


at various places throughout the coun- 
try, for the most part the people are 
going about their customary duties, 
calmly awaiting-' developments, and the 
boycott remains the only active op- 
position to the administrations policy.

The moving picture theatres are

Thus far the Mexican government 


has made no statement with regard to 
the action of the Knights of Colum- 
bus convention in Philadelphia send- 
ing a petition to President Coolidge 
requesting him to raise the embargo 
on the shipment of arms to Mexico. 
There was much interest shown in the 
news by members of the Mexican epis- 
copate, but no statement was forth- 
coming.

The Chicago Tribune says the lake 


States are injuring their own interests by 
opposing the ]akes-to-the-gulf •waterway, 
and that to favor diversion of lake water 
from the St. Lawrence seaway and to ob- 
ject to the diversion for the gulf project 
is "destructive idiocy." The Tribune is 
given to making strong statements.

The lake states have no objection to a 


'waterway to the gulf, constructed and

version be fixed in the bill authorizing the 
Improvement, and fixed at a point four or 
five times higher than the engineers de- 
clare is necessary for the navigation of a 
nine-foot channel in the drainage canal 
and the Illinois river.

PEOPLE VERSUS DOCTORS 


Why in time, inquires woman, don't you toll us 


what 'that "health examination" you recommend 
fp^sist": of? Th»a maybf we'd pet in instead of pay- 
ing a fee to hear "Eat spinach, wave your arms 
and don't worry about yourself." Family doctor? 
There ain't no seen anlmlle any more. If you didn't 
shy so everlasting at symptoms what a lot of good 
you might do just telling .people whether they need 
a doctor or whether they're just symptoms of be- 
ing alive. 
People are certainly 
queer—sometimes I 
think 


they're as queer as doctors. Now I have devoted 
myself exclusively for several years to the mission 
of trying to interpret medical science for the lay- 
man and lay problems for the medical man. I flat- 
ter myself I'm a fairly proficient little- explainer: I 
am rather proud of the cracks or peepholes I have 
made here and there in the great wall of silence 
and mystery which for ages stood between the pro- 
fession, and the public. Vet I am reminded every 
day how futile are my feeble assaults. 


How earnestly I have tried to make people un- 


derstand that it is impossible to diagnose minor 
ills or major diseases by mail or tn other words to 
determine what Is the matter with a correspondent. 
Many readers do understand that. But many more 
seem to think, as does the correspondent quoted, 
that it ought to be possible 
to diagnose pood 


health or in other words to determine that there 
ss nothing the matter, merely from the 
client's 


complaint. What a lot of harm I might do just tell- 
ing people whether they needed a doctor, when as 
a matter of fact I could only guess about the state 
of their health. 


I have tried the policy of telling everybody, re- 


gardless of the state of his health, to consult a 
physician and this only makes 'em mad. I have 
preached and praised the plan of a periodic physic- 
al test, health examination, overhauling by a phy- 
sician. This only brings sarcastic rejoinders. I do 
honestly like the sarcasm: nothing tickles me more 
than a bit of keen sarcasm which prickles and 
smarts. But apparent futility of my work in this 
direction is discouraging: or rather it tends to 
puncture m? pride. I fear I am not much of a 
teacher, after all. 


Family doctor doomed to become extinct? That 


is perhaps an illusion due to the temporary over- 
production of "specialists" and the passing fad of 
employing "specialists." The modest, well trained, 
ethical general practitioner is for the moment ob- 
scured, but he Is still busily engaged In caring for 
the health of the substantial, sensible portion of 
the population. A born, "specialist" .can make more 
noise over a handful of patients "than the family 
physician would make over*a carload. 


A "health examination" is a general physical ex- 


amination, a general medical examination, with 
such special tests omitted or added as the physician 
may deem advisable to suit the patron's particular 
case. No set form or procedure- can be laid down. 
You merely go to your physician and tell him you 
wish to have a health examination or a periodic 
physical examination. He will do the right thing— 
or if you do not believe he will, then you should 
no.t have him as your physician.

habit may. The temperate use of tobacco rarely or 
hever harms an adult, but one who resorts to to- 
bacco to sooth the nerves, aid digestion or keep 
from going asleep has a harmful habit. The boy 
^hould not ^cultivate the gum chewing habit: he 
should rather train himself in self control, self de- 
nial, self discipline, by going without any gum for 
as many cays a. week as he chews gum. The same 
Ihing applies to the man in regard to his habit.

bobbed bandits were not even dreamed 
of anv therefore didn'j; exist, and m 
general the flowery road must have 
been much narrower and harder 10 
travel that it Is today." 


In some such manner many a man 


nnd \\oman of today muses occasion- 
ally. 
Well, there weren't as many 
cases in circuit and county courts in 
the "rood old days" as there are to- 
day, one must admit after taking a 
look into the Outagamie-co records 
But if a cursory examination of tho 
court cases of 1S52 and' the following 
years is a criterion, the meditative arm 
sober grandparents of today weren't 
exactly angels in their time. 


If there weren't as many opportuni- 


ties for transgression as there are !n 
our day of multifarious laws, the.\ 
seem to have made the most of those 
they had. 
And if there weren't as 


many stolen horses as there are auto- 
ombiles today, one must remember 
that there weren't nearly as many 
people or horses 
Allowing for the

HAD BOOTLEGGERS 


There were "bootleggers" then a.. 


now, 
but these worked within ntt»- 


rower limits, while They did not have 
to make "moonshine." 
Selling- liquor 


to Indians was an offense which called 
forth a severe penalty, if the "boot- 
legger" was convicted. 
Several casta 


of this kind appear on the court rec- 
ords between 1852 and 1855. In 1S5<$ 
an Outagamie-co jury convicted a 
man of selling, giving away, or other- 
wise disposing of one pint of each or 
the following liquors to an Indian, 
whisky, rum, brandy, gin and trine. 


Among the first records of the cir- 


cuit court now on file in the court- 
house Is a case where a man brought 
a criminal action against his neighbor 
and the latter's wife and two daugh- 
ters for stopping his team of two oxen 
on a country road and compelling him 
to turn back. The complaint also saio 
something about "assault" but did not 
show that the rnan suffered physical 
violence. Ultimately the matter seem.-> 
to have been settled out of court. 


In 1857 a man was convicted 01 


stealing a trunk belonging to a wo- 
man. The list of apparel contained a 
trunk belonging to a woman. The list 
of apparel contained in the trunir. 
when considered from the viewpoint 
of 1926, is appalling. The yardage 


cloth in the petticoats alone probably 
would be sufficient to provide dresses 
for at least a dozen girls of toda>. 
Yet. the total value of the trunk anu 
its contents was estimated at only 
$200. Unfortunately the record of the 
sentence is missing from the other pa- 
pers. 


Several criminal records of the early 


fifties show that horse stealing was 
not uncommon. These cases were im- 
portant 
and were usually spreaa 


over a long period, and found their 
wavs into numerous early dockets. 


FEW BURGLARIES 


Burglary was not common, but Jn 


one instance a man seems to have 
walked out of a warehouse with sev- 
eial tons of foodstuffs one night, with- 
out the formality of paying for them. 
In another court case the jury brought 
a verdict against a man for stealing 
a S20 silver watch. 


Probably the first instance of "reck- 


less driving" occurred in November. 
1S67, 
when the 
city of Appleton 


brought a civil suit against the cap- 
:ain of a steamboat for damaging a 
bridge to the extent of $50. 


In 1S6S the trustees of an Apple- 


ton church brought suit -gainst their 
pastor, 
who had moved into the 


church 
parsonage. 
The complaint 


stated that the pastor "continues un- 
lawfully to hold and with free and 
strong hand to detain the same front 
complainants." 
Judging by the num- 


ber of papers, the case must have 
aroused intense Interest. 
The court 


finally ordered the reverend gentle- 
man to vacate the parsonage. 


TREES AT SI EACH 


Oak trees were valued at $1 each in 


1S66. 
A landowner brought & civil 


suit for $100 against a 
resident 


of Outagamie-co, on the charge that 
the latter had cut down 50 oak trees 
on his land and _had converted them 
into railroad ties! The court decide* 
tha,t only 28 trees had been cut and 
placed their value at $2S. 


In 1865 a farmer bought a cow from 


another farmer—maybe there wereni 
any "dairymen" in those days — tor 
$40. paying a part down. With the 
cow he received a verbal guaranty 
that she wouldn't kick. But she dio. 
and the other man didn't -want the 
cow again. The court decided in favor 
of the buyer of the cow. 


Several court disputes resulted when 


the city board of equilization increaseu 


the valuation of merchants' stock in 
the late sixties. Another case was 
brought to court when the owner of 
a horse and cattle barn refused to 
move the building from within a speci- 
fied distance of a residence. 
It was 


eventually ordered that tne barn be 
removed. 


Dlvorcs suits were not as common 


as they are now, but there were eev- 
eron on record before 1S70. Jn on* 
instance tho suit was brought by tt 
husband on the ground ot desertion. 


The marriage took place in Massa- 
chusetts. 
When the husband mov**. 


to Wisconsin the wife refused to ac- 
company him—probably she feared t<? 
be scalped by the Indians. She did 
not contest the suit, and the decre<- 
was granted. In another action a wife 
brought suit, naming "the other wo- 
man" and a decree was granted. There 
was no mention of alimony. 


There were many* civil suits for 


comparatively small sums of money, 
but in most Instances these seem to 


have been settled out of court aftet 
the action had been started. 


Few assault and battery cases found 


their way to court. The attitude ot 
the early Inhabitants seems to hav*. 
been that "might is the right of tn*. 
strongest" and that "a little brawl- 
Ing now and then Is relished by the 
b'est of men." The dueling sword and 
pistol of half a century earlier had 
given way to lusty fists. It was also 
a man's right to get drunk, appar- 
ently for drunks were as scarce In 
court as hen's teeth.
